K i n g s t o n , O nt.,May 20.—At Ottawa, 
this morning, Editor W m . O'Brien paid 
a visit to the U niversity, where he re­ 
ceived an ovation, and an address from 
tire students. 
Mr. O’Brien replied in a 
pleasing and flattering vein. The party 
then drove to the railrond station to 
catch the 2:35 p. m. train for Kingston, 
where it wus said the Orangemen were 
arranging to give another warm recep­ 
tion to the party. 
In the same car with 
O'Brien, were Lady McDonald,wife of the 
Canadian Premier; E. Crow Baker, M. 
P., oi British Columbia,and Sir Leonard 
Tdley, Lieutenaut Governor of New 
Brunswick. 
Fifty miles out from here, 
the Kingston reception committee, met 
the train and returned here with the 
party. 
As the traiu slowed up at the 
station on the p la a 
arm», it was 
seen that a Urge crowd was assembled 
there. As Mr. O’Brien stepped out of the 
car. he was in much talked of Kingston, 
"D erry, of Canada,” as it is called. 
Kingston has a population of 15,000, of 
whom 5,000 are Catholics.

O'llRIKN FOUND. 
Nobody knew where O'Brien was, but 
he was soon discovered. 
Peter Devlin, 
who lives on the corner of W ashington 
and William street, stole down to the 
chief of police Horsey, and said "O'Brien 
is safe with me.” Chief Horsey, w ith 
Mayor Carson and six policemen, then 
weut to Devlin s house aud brought 
O'Brieu to tho B urnett House.

COWARDLY POLICEMEN. 
The policemen acted just the same as 
those at Torouto.

O ’Brienite to wait on the outside of the 
hall, and even said "move on” to Ameri­ 
can correspondents awaiting O’Brien's 
ai rival, hut the mom ent the Orangemen 
appeared ou the opposite side of the 
street, many with club* and sticks in 
their 
hands, 
there 
was uo interfer­ 
ence by the 
police. 
T hty 
were al 
lowed 
to 
hiss 
and 
groan 
until 
O'Brien came out. 
W hen the lat­ 
ter did come 
out 
the 
policemen 
instead of making a cirolc around him, 
abandoned him to the tender mercies of 
the yelling Orangemen, who doahed 
upon him. 
The policemen were the 
first 
to .scatter 
when 
the 
stone- 
throwing commenced. 
The mob re­ 
mained outside the hall two hours, wait 
ing to kill O’Brien. An O'Brienite named 
Howland, had his chock laid open with 
the blow' of a stone. 
Hergeant Nesbit’x 
head was cut. 
The Nationalists were 
uuorgaui/ed, and not prefared for the 
attack, being deceivtd by the extraor­ 
dinary cooluesa and treachery of tbe Or­ 
angemen. At the Bennett House a crowd 
collected around O ’Brien, cougraiuiatiug 
him un bis escape.

A few days ago Mr. Clapp, Superin­ 
tendent of the nail factory a t Oaklaud, 
wrote to Mr. Lawrence, Secretary of 
th e Board of Trade, to ascertain what 
had been doue in relation to th e estab­ 
lishm ent of a factory here. 
H e stated 
th at the more h e thought of tho matter 
th e more convinced he was th at there 
whs an excellen t cliauce to sta it iu Los 
Angeles. He had heard that some parties 
objected to putting m oney into the pro- 
!ect ou th e ground th at the price of nails 
iglit go down and th e prolit might 
dw iudle down to nothing. 
Mr. Clapp 
stated that the nail com pany iu Oaklaud 
had sufficient confidence in th e future of 
the m arket to invest from $50,000 up­ 
wards in new m achinery aud to extend 
its business, w hich would Dot be the 
case 
if 
there 
were 
any 
danger 
of the 
market prices decreasing. 
It 
w ill be remembered that a com m ittee 
was appointed to see what could be done 
here and to call a public m eeting on th e 
questions. 
It appears that th e efforts of 
the com m ittee have not y e t met w ith 
much encouragement. 
Mr. Lawrence 
said th a t the people were too much 
taken up with investm ent iu real estate 
to take hold o f th e nail factory project 
at present. 
N o public m eeting had been 
called for th e rensou th at there did not 
cm to lie enough encouragement given 
to warrant such a procedure. 
T he pro­ 
ject would be a success in b is opinion if 
some w ealthy individual or individuals 
would only lake hold of it.
